Thore-wore sevoral high 
mandarins on.buard the Chineso cdrvotte, 
boaides apecio, amounting to Tis, 75,000, 
Shortly after leaving Amoy foggy weather 
was sotting in; a0 Capt, Petorson of tho 
Mcefoo signalled to the commander of the 
Wong Hat té-anchor, This was’ done. 
About an hour afterwards two merchant 
atoamers were soon passing the Meefoo ; the 
Viceroy, on noticing tho ships, gavo orders 
to heave up anchor and to proceed to the 
Peseadoros., Both veasels_ thon reaumed 
“thoir voyage. During the night tho fog bo- 
’ cdmo thicker ; the Mecfuv had'to slow down, 
and on tho following morning, whon it 
cleared up, those on buard thu transports 
could aco nothing of tho corvotte. The 
Meefoo arrived in' Makung Harbour (Pesca- 
dores) about 8 am. on’ the 26th, On 
-- fecount of the non-arrival of the. Wong 


Hai, the Vieoroy had to’ ramain.on board | 


the transport. On the following day ho 
disembarked, and goviewod tho troops 
‘on tho Peacadorys. About ngon that day 
(Lith) a boat belonging to the corvette 
Wong Hai orrived in Makung; bringing

Tha -transport then 
anchored a cable longth from the wreck. 
About midnight there was on oxodus of all 
the crew of the Weng Hai; they came on 
board tho Adcefuo, stating that the corvette 
was complotoly water-loggod, and that it 
was not safo to remain any longer on her. 
By broak of day, the first ofticor of the 


roport upon ita condition. He returned, 
bringing tho news that thero was'but vory 
little water in tho ship.. Tho crow were 
then ordered to return to their vessel,

the same evening at the wreck, and another 
attempt waa mude to tow it off, and 
although all the coal had beon jetti- 
soned from the Mung Hui, it was found. 
impossible in move hor an inch. During 
the night tho crew left the corvette again, 
coming on board tho Meefoa, stating that, 
the vessel was.no longer sufe. On tho fol- 
lowing morning (19th) it waa found that tho 


water had considerably tison in the wreck, 
extinguishing the fitesy whieh hitherto had 
boon kept alight ; a fresh breezc sprang ap, 
the vessel took a bad. list to starboard, and 


, o8.it was thought no longer. safe to.remain ; 


on board, all the crew, the Captain of the 
corvette included, with tho exception of a 

* quartermaster and asearman, and the second 
officer of the Meefoo, left the man-uf-war. 
Phe last named officer, in order to keep the 
vessel on o more even kuel, then set to 
work and cut away the foro and wain mast. 
This had tho desired effect; tho wreck 
rightod, and the craw waa once mors trana- 
forred on board; an attempt was’ made to 
lighf tho fires; but the water-soon—rose-to 
such a height, that it had to be given up, 
Once more the Meefua tried to pull the 
veesol into deep water, but azain sho waa 
Mnauccessful. me, 

-, All hands then'set to work removing all 
tho valuables fromthe wreck on board the 
transport, About 2 p.m. a strong northerly 
wind sot in, which ‘mado further com- 
munication with the man-of-war impossible, 
The Meefoo left the scone of the accident 
shortly afterwards, and it waa already no- 
ticed that tho ill-fated vossel-was fast break- 
in . The Mefvo arrived in Makung tho 
‘samé evening. 

The Wong Hai.was o new vessel, she wat 
put in commission about oight months 
ago. Her dimensions were longth 200 feet, 
beam 23 feet, displacement 1,200 tons. Hor 
H P, was'750, sho was able to steam twolvo 

miles on hour, and is anid to havo cost Ths.
